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Plans to 
build 15 
homes get 
go-ahead 

PLANS to build 15 afford¬ 
able homes on the site of a 
former tax office in 
Oswestry have been given 
the go ahead - despite road 
safety concerns. 

The apartments will be 
built at Plas Ffynnon, 12-14 
Middleton Road, which is 
currently a private resi¬ 
dence, after plans were 
approved by Shropshire 
Council’s north planning 
committee at a meeting in 
Wem on Tuesday. 

Simon Britten of Shrop¬ 
shire Trading Ltd applied to 
create two and three bed¬ 
room family apartments, a 
parking area and cycle stor¬ 
age. Part of the building will 
be demolished. 

Martin Bennett, Shrop¬ 
shire councillor for Oswestry 
East, said the plans would 
increase the risk of a crash 
on the narrow junction with 
Ambleside Road. 

He said: “We have a lot of 
elderly or people with push 
chairs that will have to cross 
to get along the road 
because there is a grass 
verge on one side and no 
pavement.” 

The plans sparked letters 
of objection from 17 resi¬ 
dents and Oswestry Town 
Council, which claimed the 
scheme would increase pres¬ 
sure on the Middleton Road/ 
Salop Road junction. 

It said access to and from 
the site would be ‘extremely 
dangerous’ with limited vis¬ 
ibility.

Man escapes as huge 
fire destroys 
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A MAN trying to keep warm by sleeping in 
front of an electric fire escaped with his life 
when a blaze destroyed his home in Whitting¬ 
ton on Friday. 

The man in his 50s suffered serious burns to his face and 
hands after waking to fire in his living room and was 
treated in hospital. His dog died in the blaze. 

The blaze broke out in the 
semi-detached bungalow in 
Western Avenue, Whitting¬ 
ton near Oswestry, just 
before 7.30am on Friday. 

It was so fierce it 
destroyed the bungalow 
Q|\/|\A/ although firefighters man- 
O LU G D V VV a g ed to save the adjoining 
home. They say they believe 
the man had been sleeping 
on the sofa under his quilt, 
in front of the electric fire, 
trying to keep warm during 
the sub zero temperatures. 

Fire crew watch manager, 
Ade Bowen, said: “The blaze 
was so fierce, we could see 
the flames from the 
Oswestry bypass a couple of 
miles away. At first we 
thought it was a barn fire.” 

He said the occupant of 
the house, a single man in 
his 50s, had managed to get 
out the house before the fire 
crews arrived. 

“He had serious burns to 
his hands and face and was 
treated by one of the fire¬ 
fighters, a trained first aider, 
before paramedics arrived.” 

He was taken to hospital 
by ambulance. 

Mr Bowen said: “It was a 
very serious fire and the 
gentleman was very lucky to 
escape with his life. There 
was also a dog in the prop¬ 
erty but sadly we were 
unable to save it.” 

Six firefighters using 
breathing apparatus went 
into the bungalow to fight 
the fire while others used 
covering jetsto help bring 
the blaze under control by 
9am. Investigations into 
how the fire started are con¬ 
tinuing.

Thumbs up for centre after 
workers praised by parents

A SURE Start centre in Oswestry has been given a good review by a 
government watchdog. 

The Oswestry Area Children’s Centre is run by Shropshire Council and has its main 
base at Woodside Primary School, in Gittin Street. 

Ofsted inspectors arrived at the centre last month and have since published a report 
which states it is ‘highly successful at engaging with those families considered to be in 
greatest need of support and access to good quality services’. 

Inspectors commended the centre for ensuring that ‘the welfare of families is central to 
its work’. 

It noted one parent had commented that 
their involvement with the children’s centre 
had been ‘a life-changing experience’. 

The inspectors report said ‘parents who 
expressed a view could not speak more 
highly of the centre and its staff. One parent 
said ‘the staff are just stars’.” 

The report also comments that ‘there is 
clear and convincing evidence that health 
outcomes are improving strongly and most 
outcomes are good’ and ‘care, guidance and 
support are good’. 

It highlighted ‘the large majority of fam¬ 
ilies want to be involved in the centre, as 
staff are very friendly, welcoming and 
approachable’ and ‘the centre provides a 
wide variety of good quality services, activ¬ 
ities and events to meet the needs of fami¬ 
lies and the community’. 

The report said in the future the centre 
had a ‘good capacity to improve’ and needed 
to have key parent representatives on the 
advisory board and have effective systems 


to record and monitor the impact of adult 
education/learning and their employability. 

Karen Bradshaw, Shropshire Council’s 
director of children’s services, said: “This 
report is a credit to everyone involved with 
the centre. 

“We are overjoyed to see Ofsted’s com¬ 
ments that families feel safe and welcomed 
at the centre. 

“We are also pleased that the recent 
changes in the leadership team have been 
welcomed by our parents, partners and 
staff.” 

The centre, which covers the north west 
Oswestry area in Shropshire, is one of 18 
children’s centres in 12 clusters in Shrop¬ 
shire which offer a variety of services for 
families with young children.

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Plea for artist to restore 
two market hall murals

FOR THE past 25 years, two 
murals have graced the walls of 
the Market Hall in Ellesmere. 

And while one of the paintings is still in 
good condition, the other is definitely look¬ 
ing its age. 

Now the new company which has taken 
over the market is looking for someone to 
restore it as part of plans to redecorate the 
building and give it a new lease of life. 

But the only payment for whoever brings 
the mural back to its best will be the satis¬ 
faction of a job well done, because All 
Together Ellesmere, which has taken over 
the running of the loss-making Ellesmere 
Market Hall, cannot afford to pay them. 

And members have warned that if nobody 
comes forward to take up the challenge, they 
could be forced to paint over the murals for 
good. All Together Ellesmere hopes that by

bringing the market up to scratch and 
attracting new customers, it can turn 
around its fortunes. 

The murals were created in 1987 and 
1988, and it is the oldest one which is start¬ 
ing to flake. They are believed to have been 
painted by local artist Esme Goble, who has 
since moved away from the area. 

The murals show people’s perceptions of 
Ellesmere and feature the Mere, the canal, 
wildlife, town buildings and people playing 
sport. 

Lincoln McMullan, chairman of All 
Together Ellesmere, said: “The mural 
which is still in good condition is signed 
Goble, while the other is signed Goble and 
friends. The one that is in poor condition 


has gone all flaky. I guess whoever painted 
them learnt from the first one because the 
second one is in much better condition. We 
are inviting someone to come and do it up. 
It could be the artist who did it, the friends 
of Goble, local volunteers or an artist. 

Expertise 

“We would ask them to do it for free 
because we can’t afford to pay anyone.” 

Councillor Alan Clarke, mayor of 
Ellesmere, said: “Members of the company 
haven’t got the expertise to do the restora¬ 
tion on the mural. 

“That is why an invitation has been put 
out to any members of the public to take it 
on. 

“The alternative would be to paint that 
one out. I think everybody knew of Esme 
because of the work on the murals. She was 
one of the better known artists.” 


This week the rights to hold markets in 
Ellesmere were transferred from Shrop¬ 
shire Council to Ellesmere Town Council. 

It means All Together Ellesmere has now 
taken on a lease with the unitary authority 
for the market hall, allowing them to run 
the markets on behalf of the town council. 

The company has received a grant of 
£11,620 from Shropshire Council’s Market 
Towns Revitalisation Programme to create 
a new kitchen and store room in the market 
hall and to provide new promotional mate¬ 
rial. 

Mr McMullan added: “They have started 
work on the kitchen and the painting will 
start in April.” 

The Tuesday market will continue to be 
held while the redecoration takes place.

CAN SON-IN-LAW GET MY CHARGE REMOVED FROM 
PROPERTY I LENT MY DAUGHTER MONEY TO BUY? 

Q: Five years ago I lent my daughter a large sum of money to buy a property, on the understanding that she would pay me back when the property 
was done up and sold at a profit. Because of the recession, however, she couldn’t sell the property to repay me, so last year she provided a mortgage 
on it in the interim to secure my loan by way of a charge. Now my daughter’s husband has filed for divorce and his solicitors have applied to the Court 
to have my charge removed. Can they do this? 

A: The short answer is yes, but under certain conditions. When applying for a financial settlement as part of divorce proceedings a husband or wife 
can apply to set aside a transaction made by the other, such as putting a property in another’s name or granting a charge to the benefit of a third 
party, if certain conditions apply. 

If such a transaction took place less than 3 years before the date of the divorce financial application and the court is satisfied that it is a transaction 
of matrimonial money or property, the court will presume that, unless proved otherwise, the person who disposed of the property did so with the 
intention of defeating the applicant’s claim for financial settlement in the divorce. 

Your son-in-law can therefore challenge the charge on your daughter’s property as the charge was placed less than 3 years previously, and wasn’t 
done at the same time as the money was lent. You and your daughter will need to provide evidence to the court that the charge was placed on the 
property for the good reasons that you have said, i.e. it was a genuine loan. It may be necessary for you to be joined in as a party to the application, 
therefore you should consult a solicitor for advice as soon as possible.

The Kassirers 
lived at 13 Oak Drive. This may be 
where Alan Johnson made the connec¬ 
tion with Ferrers Road. 

It could be that Paul Kassirer may 
have visited my brother from time to 
time in Ferrers Road. I have no knowl¬ 
edge of this. I was born post-war. 

We had a vegetable patch in our gar¬ 
den which was created not by my 
mother but by the Kassirer family.

ON September 12, 2012 I 
sent an email to the Gover¬ 
nors of the Marches School 
giving details of a project to

I uploaded a message on to 
the “£5 million Sustainable 
Transport Grant” thread on 
the www.community-online 
forum saying that the Gover¬ 
nors of The Marches School 
had rejected the proposal and 
that they had given no reason 
for their decision. I would like 
to apologise for misrepresent¬ 
ing the decision the Gover¬ 
nors had made. To clarify, the 
Governors as a group did not 
“reject” the project: their 
decision was “not to support 
it”.

A SCHEME that helps keep 
children safe by allowing 
parents or carers in Mid 
Wales to ask police whether 
people with access to their 
family are sex offenders is 
marking its two year 
anniversary. 

The Child Sex Offender 
Disclosure Scheme provides 
members of the public with 
a way to check if people who 
have contact with their chil¬ 
dren are a possible risk - 
and if it can help keep chil¬ 
dren safe, the police will 
pass on information to the 
person best placed to safe¬ 
guard that child. 

Detective Inspector Neil 
Jenkins said it was a good 
way to allow parents or car¬ 
ers to check up on vital 
information. 

He said: “Anyone, not just 
a parent, grandparent or 
guardian, can request a 
check is made if someone 
has access to a child. If police 
checks flag up a record of 
offences that might put a 
child at risk, the police will 
consider sharing this infor¬ 
mation with the person best 
placed to protect the child - 
usually the parent or main 
carer. 

“A request can be made by 
contacting police in the 
usual ways such as by visit¬ 
ing a police station, tele¬ 
phoning police or, where 
available, dialling the 101, 
single non-emergency num¬ 
ber. 


Dogs ban in town zones to 
tackle problem of fouling 


DOGS will be banned from many public areas in Welshpool in a bid 
to prevent persistent fouling. 

Welshpool Town Council wants to make five playgrounds and the town playing fields at 
Maesydre dog-free zones due to owners failing to clean up after their pets. 

The council met last Wednesday evening to discuss the issue, and a number of dog own¬ 
ers were present. 

The order will allow dogs on the Brookfield Road open space and on leads in the country 
park which will be opened near the Flash Leisure Centre off Salop Road.

Councillor John Corfield added: “I feel 
sorry for responsible dog owners and as per 
usual it is those who are irresponsible who 
are ruining it for everyone, but I want the 
message to be loud and clear that we are not 
an anti-dog town nor an anti-dog council -in 
fact we love dogs. 

“But during the town council elections 
last year, I recall the real burning issue from 
constituents was that they wanted this 
issue sorted and the mess cleaned up and 
this is the way to do it.” 

The council agreed to set up a small com¬ 
mittee including dog owners and vets to cre¬ 
ate a dog walking charter.

Fear over 
supply as 
gas bill 
hits £4k 

COUNCIL chiefs will moni¬ 
tor the gas meter at a town 
hall after an ‘alarmingly’ 
high monthly bill led to fears 
that the supply is being 
hijacked. 

Welshpool Town Hall ran 
up a monthly bill of £4,000 
in February, almost £1,000 
more than usual, so town 
clerk Robert Robinson said 
he has begun monitoring the 
situation daily. 

He said he has discussed 
the issue with the supplier, 
but it threw up no answers 
so he has raised the question 
of some underhand tactics at 
work. 

He said: “I need to raise 
the issue of heating bills at 
the town hall because we 
had a gas bill for more than 
£4,000 for one month and it 
has been £3,000 tops in the 
past. 

“During the summer 
months the cost has barely 
changed year on year over 
the past five years, but this 
bill is £600 more than the 
corresponding time last year. 

“In July last year the bill 
was £1,000 and then we 
have this bill now which is a 
lot and we haven’t even had 
a winter like we did two 
years ago.” 

Mr Robinson said that in 
a bid to find out what was 
going on, he was now carry¬ 
ing out daily meter readings. 

“I am reading the meter 
myself daily and I will report 
to the town council in the 
near future my findings.” 


Car seat 
fittings 
revealed 
as unsafe 

OVER half of the child car 
seats checked by safety offi¬ 
cers in a recent campaign 
were not fitted correctly, 
according to figures released 
by Powys County Council. 

Fifty five out of 105 seats 
that were checked in four 
towns, including Welshpool, 
needed an adjustment by 
officers from the council’s 
Road Safety Unit. 

Only 31 did not need any 
adjustment at all while 14 
needed major adjustments. 
A further 41 seats needed a 
minor adjustment while 
advice was given in connec¬ 
tion to 19 seats. 

Sarah Morris, the coun¬ 
cil’s senior road safety offi¬ 
cer, said: “Please do not be 
afraid of asking for our 
advice. We are trained and 
available to offer advice and 
show you the correct way to 
fit your child car seat. 

“With so many makes and 
models of seats available, it 
can be confusing for parents 
and carers to know if the 
seat is correct for the child, 
the car and also to ensure 
that it is fitted correctly. 

“We are also urging par¬ 
ents to ensure that everyone 
responsible for their child 
know how to fit their car 
seat. We have seen a number 
of relatives who have said 
that mum or dad have put 
the car seat in and that is 
how it has stayed.”

Change to council homes is 
welcomed by town tenants 


COUNCIL tenants say the changeover in the way their homes are 
managed will give them a bigger say in the running of the housing 
stock. 

A new company has taken over the management of the 4,200 council-owned homes in 
the Bridgnorth and Oswestry areas. 

Last Wednesday tenants in Oswestry welcomed the move but urged others to join their 
working group and get involved in the future of their homes. 

Shropshire Towns and Rural Housing will be wholly owned by Shropshire Council, 
I by SUG Austin which will maintain ownership of the prop- 

^- Rather than the current system which 

sees purely councillors make decisions 
about the housing, the company will be run 
by a separate board, made up of councillors, 
independent community representatives, 
housing staff and tenants themselves, 
meaning tenants will have a direct say on 
how their homes are managed for the first 
time. 

The change has followed a year-long con¬ 
sultation process with tenants about the 
proposal. 

During the consultation 49 per cent of 
tenants who responded said they were in 
favour of setting up a new organisation to 
maintain and manage their homes, and 25 
per cent said they were not in favour. 

At a meeting of the Oswestry Tenants 
Working Group at Llwynfields in the town, 
group chairman, Mrs Bobby Evans from 
Morda, said: “We hope this is going to make 
a big difference to the way in which tenants 
are viewed. In the past they have ‘listened’ 
to us but not taken any notice. Now, with 
tenants on the board we will have direct 
input into how council housing in man¬ 
aged.” 

Mrs Rita Edwards has lived in her home 
in College Road for 55 years. Now 72, Mrs 
Edwards said she hoped the change would 
mean that problems she had would be dealt 
with better. 


Service point 
may be moved 

A COUNCIL service point in Oswestry’s 
library could be moved into the building 
next door, a councillor has said. 

Shropshire Council is carrying out a con¬ 
troversial pilot scheme which has trans¬ 
formed Oswestry Library into a hub for its 
services. Since it began there have been 
some complaints from library users. 

Councillor Steve Haworth said the idea 
of a hub was good but thought perhaps it 
should have been put in the old library, next 
door to the current one. 

“It seems to me that the foyer of our 
Oswestry library, perfect as it has been for 
its original library usage, is too small and 
open to be invested as a hub as well.” 

He said there was no privacy for hub 
users, ‘many of whom are emotional, some¬ 
times angry about matters’. 

The council had created an online survey 
find out people’s views and residents had 
until the end of March to respond.

Body is 
discovered 
at foot of 
aqueduct 

A BODY was discovered at 
an aqueduct on the Shrop¬ 
shire border near Oswestry. 

The body of a 67-year-old 
man was recovered by 
police on Wednesday, March 
27 at about 5.30pm at the 
Pontcysyllte Aqueduct, in 
Trevor near Llangollen. 

The man, who lived 
locally, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

His death is not being 
treated as suspicious. 

A spokesman for North 
Wales Police said: “At 
approximately 5.30pm on 
Wednesday March 27, 
North Wales Police and 
other emergency services 
attended in the river below 
the aqueduct in Trevor, 
near Llangollen where they 
recovered the body of a 67- 
year-old man. 

“The man, who lived 
locally, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

“He has been formally 
identified and next of kin 
informed. 

“North Wales Police are 
not treating the death as 
suspicious and the matter 
has been referred to HM 
Coroner for North East 
Wales.” 

The 121ft (37m) aque¬ 
duct was built by Thomas 
Telford over the River Dee. 
It took 10 years to complete 
from 1795.

The drop-in event was an opportunity for 
the steering group to get feedback on the 
draft plan from residents, businesses, com¬ 
munity groups and organisations. 

Tim Morris, from Oswestry2020, said:

Warning 
over fires 
caused by 
appliances 

FIREFIGHTERS are calling 
on people to check their 
dishwasher models after two 
dogs died in a kitchen fire. 

Mid & West Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service is asking 
the public to check their 
dishwasher models after the 
service attended three fires 
in the last few months 
involving the control module 
on Bosch dishwashers 

The dogs died in Llan- 
fyllin after it was believed a 
dishwasher caught fire on 
March 20. 

Station Manager Ryland 
Williams, who attended one 
of the incidents, said: “We 
have become aware of at 
least three incidents in the 
Mid and West Wales area 
where fires have occurred as 
a result of a controller on 
the front of Bosch dishwash¬ 
ers overheating. 

“In the incident on March 
20 the occupiers had put the 
dishwasher on before leav¬ 
ing home for the day, only to 
return to find their home 
severely damaged.” 

Other fires happened in 
Llandeilo and another in 
Narberth. 

Bosch has recalled 
632,000 dishwashers, 
including some manufac¬ 
tured by Neff and Siemens . 

The affected models were 
manufactured between 1999 
and 2005 and have batch 
numbers between FD7901 
through to FD8504.

He asked her to 
come to his studio to sit for 
him, which she did for sev¬ 
eral months in 1954, becom¬ 
ing the Girl With the 
Ponytail, the subject of 
numerous paintings, sculp¬ 
tures and drawings. 

In return Picasso became 
her inspiration when she 
became an artist, and she 
has seen her work exhibited 
across the globe. 

Now aged 78, Lydia has 
handpicked some of her 
pieces to go on show in Qube 
gallery, in Oswestry, from 
April 4 until May 4. 

“Picasso for me has been 
like a gift,” she said, from 
her home in Devon. 

“He has opened doors for 
me all my life. He has 
inspired me all my life.” 

She added: “When I was 
19 years old I was very shy. 
It was a magical event. 

“He was famous when I 
sat for him. He was 73 at the 
time.

“That did affect daytime ground admis¬ 
sions in particular but we managed to more 
than maintain our concert attendance fig¬ 
ures.”

He said: “So far nearly 50 people have 
completed the survey and more responses 
are expected as the Three Parishes Newslet¬ 
ter is distributed in Ruyton-XI -Towns and 
the Baschurch Newsletter is published 

“I will continue to collect results for the 
next few weeks and then, depending on 
results, write to the Police Commissioner to 
ask for his response. It might turn out to be 
a surprise for him.” 

Mr Case started the survey at the end of 
February and it has run for about three 
weeks. A majority of those taking part in 
the questionnaire were from Ruyton-XI-

A helping hand during hard 
times from Qube's Sorava 


SORAYA Beilis experienced first-hand the recession of the 1980s and 
is now helping people in north Shropshire who have been caught in 
the current economic struggles. 

The 50-year-old from Oswestry is a Youth Volunteering Outreach Officer at Qube, based 
in Oswald Road, helping give people opportunities to boost their CVs by offering volun¬ 
teering placements around the county. 

Soraya says having faced the 1980s recession after graduating from university means 
she finds it even more rewarding to have a job where can help others. 

The mother of three, who was born in 
South London, left home to study film and 
television at Manchester Polytechnic, now 
The Manchester Metropolitan University. 

“I wanted to direct my own drama,” she 
said. “I was very attracted to theatre and 
worked with an amateur dramatic group. 

“When I left the polytechnic I walked into 
the recession of the 80s and there were no 
jobs in film and television. 

“Some years later I ended up working at 
Manchester University as they have their 
own TV studio. I was producer and direc¬ 
tor.” 

Soraya worked creating educational 
learning programmes and distance learning 
programmes. This was more in line with 
what she had once dreamed of doing. 

In 1989 she met her husband and they 
started a family. 

Spending time at home made her realised 
that she wanted to start working as a coun¬ 
sellor. She said she was fascinated by people 
and psychology and was a good listener so 
felt counselling was the way forward. After 
carrying out a two-day taster course she 
knew it was the right job for her. 

Once qualified in 1999 she set up a pri¬ 
vate practice in Oswestry which she still 
runs today alongside her role as one of the 
Qube’s Volunteer Outreach Officers. 

In 2000 she moved to Oswestry with her 
family and met a woman who worked for a 
charity called Home-Start, which helps fam-

ilies with crisis. Soraya soon became a vol¬ 
unteer and when the charity was awarded 
funding she became a family support 
worker. Five years later she became a co¬ 
ordinator with her own team of volunteers. 

She left Home-Start last year to concen¬ 
trate on her counselling practice. 

Her new role sees her working with dis¬ 
advantaged people aged between 16 and 25 
years old to help find them volunteering 
roles in the county. 

“Volunteering can be hugely rewarding,” 
she said. “It gives confidence, social skills 
and helps them when they are looking for 
work. I find organisations willing to take 
them on and set them up. 

“It is then my job to then keep in touch 
with them, offer support and check their 
CVs are up to date.”

Six weeks to master the sax

LAST week we featured the 
memories of 83-year-old John 
Pugh of Trefonen, who told how 
he was invited to join the 
George Riley Band - one of 
Shropshire’s premier dance 
bands for many years - as a 
teenage trumpeter. 

Continuing his reminiscences, he 
introduces us to the band members - and 
tells how he had to learn unfamiliar 
instruments in a hurry. 

‘George Riley said to me after I had 
been playing in the band for a while, “I 
can find a trumpet player, but can’t find 
a saxophone player. Could you transfer to 
saxophone?” 

I had never played a saxophone in my 
life. 

He said: “We are playing at a police 
ball in six weeks’ time. Could you play a 
saxophone and clarinet in six weeks’ 
time?” So I transferred to saxophone and 
clarinet. I did learn in time, but I don’t 
know how well I played. 

They are not similar at all. For nearly 
50 years I conducted Porthywaen silver 
band, and I’m very used to brass instru¬ 
ments. I was not used to saxophone and 
clarinets. 

We were at the Garrison Theatre in 
Oswestry where hundreds used to dance 
on a night because it was by the army 
camp. We played there every Saturday. 
We played every Wednesday at St Mary’s 
Hall in Wrexham. He also had another 
band, which we regarded as the second 
band, at the Victoria Rooms in Oswestry. 
He had a small group of about eight play¬ 
ers at the Naafi in Middleton Road in 
Oswestry about the same sort of time, 
the 1950s and 1960s. 

On my back of my picture of the band 
it says “George Riley and his band, taken 
July 1947.”

COLLEGE bosses are urg¬ 
ing mature students to cash 
in on a new system of fund¬ 
ing. 

Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College, which has 
been allocated nearly 
£250,000 through the new 
loan scheme, has described 
the programme as a ‘really 
great deal’ for students aged 
24 and over. The scheme will 
be introduced by the Gov¬ 
ernment in September. 

People aged 24 and over, 
who study level 3 or 4 quali¬

History of one man and 
his dog had them foxed

THE study of domestication is, in 
reality, the history of people and 
wildlife. 

From cats to gerbils and cows to ham¬ 
sters, the bond between humans and other 
species is as important to us today as the 
opposable thumb and upright stance. 

Domesticating species previously known as 
wildlife (both fauna and flora) and farming 
them for their milk, meat and fur, allowed 
the members of our own species who were 
not engaged with farming to concentrate on 
bronze, iron and oil. But one animal has been 
alongside our social evolution from the very 
beginning. 

Archaeology has placed the earliest known 
domestication of dogs at approximately 
30,000 BC, and with certainty at 7,000 BC 
(which is a severe kick in the teeth for those 
deluded young-earth/young human creation¬ 
ists!) 

Perhaps the earliest clear evidence for the 
domestication of dogs as ‘pets’ is from a grave 
dated to 12,000 BP in Palestine where a dog 
is found buried with its human owner. 
Another grave in Germany dated to 14,000 
BP displays joint human and dog interments. 

Re-examination of material excavated 
from Goyet Cave in Belgium in the late 19th 
century resulted in the identification of a 
31,700 year old dog, a large and powerful ani¬ 
mal who ate reindeer, musk oxen and horses. 

This dog was part of the Aurignacian cul¬ 
ture that had produced the famous pre-his- 
toric art in Chauvet Cave, southern France. 
In 2010, the remains of a 33,000 year old dog 
were found in the Altai Mountains of south¬ 
ern Siberia. DNA analysis published this year 
affirmed that it was not just a ‘domestic 
wolf, but that it was far more closely related 
to modern dogs than to wolves. 

The genetic lineage of our retrievers, 
hounds and terriers points to the initial

domestication of a single Grey Wolf, however 
one of the most fascinating of domestication 
experiments was done with the dogs that all 
of us are most familiar with, whether we own 
a pooch or not; foxes. 

The famous ‘farm fox’ experiment of Russ¬ 
ian scientist Dmitry Belyaev attempted to re¬ 
enact how the domestication of canids may 
have occurred. Researchers, working with 
wild silver foxes (a variation of our Shrop¬ 
shire red Foxes) selectively bred over 35 gen¬ 
erations and 40 years for the sole trait of 
friendliness to humans. The ‘friendliest’ pup¬ 
pies were taken from each litter and bred 
from. Within just a few generations, the 
tamest foxes were actively seeking out 
human attention. 

Unexpected 

The newly domestic foxes responded to 
sounds two days earlier and opened their 
eyes one day earlier than their non-domesti- 
cated cousins. Their socialisation period was 
greatly increased and the whimpering and 
tail wagging, usually a holdover from puppy- 
hood was also lengthened into adult life. 

In conjunction with the behavioural 
changes, came unexpected physical transfor¬ 
mations. These included spotted or black- 
and-white coats, floppy ears, tails that curled 
over their backs (rather than staying straight 
and low, like a fox’s brush), the barking 
vocalisation and earlier sexual maturity. The 
typical foreshortened face and muzzle also 
manifested itself within the Belyaev foxes. 

This ‘hanger-on’ effect in evolution, where 


different, unexpected traits ‘come along for 
the ride’ throws up many interesting veins of 
study within the subject, providing evolution¬ 
ary biologists endless excitement and leaves 
us naturalists in a happy state of wonder at 


the complexity of the natural world, whether 
we study it out in the woods and fields, or 
through our friend curled up by our feet.

Business Car magazine has identified the 
Qashqai as their ‘Crossover Of The Year’ as the 
business community embraces the car’s distinc¬ 
tive look and a drive that surpasses expecta¬ 
tions. 

Built at Nissan’s plant in Sunderland, the 
Qashqai was recognised in a sector filled with 
quality opposition and has remained fresh 
thanks to a series of updates making the car an 
attractive alternative in the fleet car sector. 

Launched in the UK in March 2007 the 
Qashqai is easily Nissan’s most successful vehi¬ 
cle to date with over a million worldwide sales 
since launch. 

There’s distinctive 4x4 styling and competitive 
pricing while re-sale values are strong. The 
Qashqai is comfortable and surprisingly refined 
but the downside of all that comfort comes in the 
road handling department with too much body 
lean in bends for my liking. 

The 130PS 1.6-litre diesel option on test pro¬ 
vides 61.4mpg and just 135g/km C02 to offer a 
greener and more cost-effective solution for 
fleets. 

Inside the cabin there’s a high seating posi¬ 
tion and plenty of steering adjustment and con¬ 
trols are clear and easy to find even if the dash 
is a little dated. There’s plenty of kit to keep you

safe, including stability control, front, side and 
curtain airbags and active front head restraints 
that move forward in a rear-end shunt to min¬ 
imise whiplash. 

Thieves will be deterred by deadlocks, a visi¬ 
ble VIN and marked parts to make life difficult 
for them. 

The 360 on test came with a 1.6DCi engine 
and really stood out in magnetic red. The name 
reflects the fact that this model comes with a 360 
degree ‘bird-view’ parking assist which made 
pulling into the smallest of spaces a joy. 

There’s a 5inch screen navigation system, 
cruise control and Bluetooth connectivity as well 
as electric mirrors, front and rear powered win¬ 
dows. The 360 is identified by exterior badging 


and has gloss black roof rails and door mirrors, 
sits on 18inch alloy wheels, has a panoramic 
glass sunroof, rear privacy glass and aluminium 
pedals. 

While prices start at a reasonable level this 
model hit the road at £25,237 with the magnetic 
paint and even mats costing extra. 

Impressively you can expect to return 
61.4mpg on the combined cycle and still reach 
speeds of 62mph in under 11 seconds. 

There’s enough room for five in comfort, a 
huge boot but disappointment when trying to 
fold the rear seats flat - they just don’t. 

Despite that this is still a pretty good buy. 
There’s so much on the kit list that would cost 
you more on rival models and as an all-rounder 


it is pretty hard to beat. There’s the convenience 
of a hatchback and the high-riding stance of an 
off-roader.

Motoring 


Honda’s new bike is a winner all 
round and lot of fun off beaten track

At long last a motorcycle manufacturer has 
appreciated that there are an awful lot of riders 
who want to have fun and are not enamoured 
by the power surging, race replica motorcycles 
that seem to be the norm these days. 

Honda with the introduction of the CRF 250L have reintro¬ 
duced the fun aspect in to motor cycling with this new single 
cylinder 250cc motorcycle. 

Honda over the years has honed the off-road marketplace 
and their racing pedigree goes before it, I remember many 
years ago the sheer enjoyment that light weight trail bikes, 
especially Yamaha with their 175cc, could give to the motorcy¬ 
clist. 

They were brilliant for commuting but then if you had the 
opportunity to venture off-road and go down a few green lanes 
a whole new world was there to be examined. 

Legal 

Honda with the new CRF 250 have reintroduced this ele¬ 
ment, it is a brand new motorcycle that blends true off-road 
performance with style and the opportunity to have a street 
legal commuter machine as well, so you really can have your 
cake and eat. 

The new bike is powered by a free revving 249cc single 
cylinder DOHC 4-valve engine. 

This liquid cooled product produces a reasonable power 
output and has a torque factor that whilst not overly excitable 
enables the engine to rev and as most motorcyclists appre¬ 
ciate that is where performance on a motorcycle actually 
comes from. 

It is fuel injected so this gives reasonably good fuel econ¬ 
omy and certainly you should be looking for at least 60 or 70 
mpg from this machine if you are going to be using it for 
commuting purposes. 

One of the big features of fuel injection is the smooth 
power delivery, 

The quality of the 250L shines through and the steel oval 
section twin spar frame is a work of art. It has 43mm upside

down Showa forks at the front and these are complemented 
at the back with a single Showa shock absorber and Honda’s 
proven pro-link suspension. This enables the machine to 
glide over ruts and bumps and certainly enables it to not be 
feared by potholes should you be using this bike for com¬ 
muting. 

What it does give is a rear end section that is capable of 
moving with the terrain and finding grip thanks to the pseudo 
off-road tyres that are fitted. 

To ensure that the performance can be adequately reined 
in when required Honda have equipped the bike with a single 
256mm front disc and at the rear a smaller 220mm disc. The 
front one has the benefit of a twin piston operated system, 
whilst the rear one has a single piston option. 

The wheel rims are aluminium and have spokes for rigidity, 
and this also helps to reduce the unsprung weight. 

The seat height is extremely high and those vertically chal¬ 
lenged or with short legs will find it to be a problem but once 
on the machine the long travel suspension just swallows out 


undulations, bumps and whatever you may encounter if you 
venture off-road. 

The engine was at all times extremely responsive, the gear¬ 
box is an absolute delight to operate and unlike most Honda 
gear boxes it didn’t clunk when you selected 1 st gear. 

Countdown 

The instrumentation was clear and easy to understand and 
the digital dashboard really gave you what you needed to be 
fully aware of, including a countdown graphic for when the fuel 
level was getting low. 

The 7.7 litre fuel tank is not huge, but the economics of this 
particular machine are not one of a touring bike where you 
need a big capacity and it was more than sufficient for off-road- 
ing and riding to work situations. 

With a price of £3,9501 am reasonably confident that the CRF 
250L will be yet another of the successes for the Honda stable 
and with their excellent warranty and after sales service, I can 
see nothing but success for this machine.
